Model behaviour 

She's more than just a pretty face; to coincide with London Fashion Week, 

Living South invites supermodel Erin O'Connor to talk us through 
the waves she's making in the fashion industry 


I f you think models are merely two- 
dimensional fashion plates, then you don't 
know Erin O'Connor. She may have 
graced every fashion magazine cover and 
major catwalk on the planet, but these days 
she's working to make a more permanent 
mark on the world by changing her influential 
industry from within. Erin is founder of The 
Model Sanctuary, and along with Caryn 
Franklin and Debra Bourne, set up All Walks 
Beyond the Catwalk in 2009. All too often, 
models are seen and not heard, so we 
jumped at the chance to have Erin enlighten 
us about her work, in her own words. 

The Model Sanctuary 

Four and a half years ago I founded the 
very first Model Sanctuary, a not-for-profit 
organisation, and we're now operating 
in our seventh London Fashion Week in 
succession. The Model Sanctuary, supported 
by the British Fashion Council, is a place 
where models facing fast-paced schedules 
can relax, recharge and seek unbiased 
advice in a private space. 

In response to concerns of model health 
and negative portrayals of the industry in 
some corners of the media, the initial aim of 
The Model Sanctuary was to increase access 
to health guidance and support and, in 
general, to benefit models in a way that will 
be useful to them during their career in 
fashion. By providing this access, I hope to 
help in educating and empowering models 
so they can make informed health and 
lifestyle choices of their own. I realise it's 
important to provide this assistance in an 
impartial manner and not impose my own 
opinions and views. My belief is that every 
model has to find their own attitudes and 
convictions on important issues like health 
and wellbeing. 

As a model with over 15 years 
experience, I can appreciate the enormous 


impact four weeks of international fashion 
shows potentially has on the wellbeing 
of models both mentally and physically. 

At a time when we are not just being 
photographed, but also having our bodies 
- and sometimes our minds - scrutinised 
by people who've never met us, I feel it 
is important that there's a place that is 
private, homely, friendly and secure. 

At the core of The Model Sanctuary 
is the team of professionals and helpers: 
we provide access to a nutritionist, 
a psychotherapist, an osteopath, 
physiotherapists, fitness instructors, 
masseurs and healers. The vast amount of 
feedback we've received from season to 
season has highlighted the importance that 
the models have come to place on The 
Sanctuary. The appreciation of the range of 
support we aim to provide during London 
Fashion Weeks has been humbling and 
inspiring in equal levels. It's moved me to 
push on and work at growing the concept, 
and continue to offer my experience within 
the fashion industry in a mentoring-like role. 

I'm proud of what The Model Sanctuary 
has achieved so far, but there's still huge 
scope for the growth and development and 
I look to the future with great excitement. 

All Walks Beyond the Catwalk 

The project kick-started when Susan 
Ringwood, the Chief Executive of the eating 
disorders charity Beat, asked, "Is it possible 
to show fashion on a range of inspiring 
bodies?" The All Walks mission is simple: to 
expand the imagery coming out of London 
Fashion Week and mirror a more realistic 
range of women; in age, size and race. The 
project has the potential to grow in terms of 
reach, education and, ultimately, influence. 
My two co-founders, fashion writer and 
broadcaster Caryn Franklin, consultant and 
former PR director Debra Bourne, and me 


put our Stephen Jones thinking caps on and 
came up with an initiative: to showcase the 
work of eight cutting-edge designers on 
eight professional models aged 18-65 and 
sizes 8-16, as a celebration of individuality. 

With London Development Agency 
funding and British Fashion Council 
endorsement, Caryn, Debra and me 
visualised a project that utilised fashion 
photography at a high-profile presentation 
to showcase each designer's creations. 

To be a success with the fashion press, 
not just the buyers, the event had to happen 
from the heart of London Fashion Week. 

We knew they needed to appeal to the top 
names in the industry to help pull it off. 

Home is where the heart is 

My favourite room at home is the kitchen. 

I have a great big grumpy stove that works 
when the mood takes it and the washing 
and cats alike look to it for its warmth. I'm 
not a fan of modern, electrical appliances 
and so my home, built in the late 1700s, 
has been brought back to its original form 
where possible. The kitchen cupboards were 
recycled from the lab of the former Mary 
Datchelor Girl's School and my collection of 
'many curiosities' are hung on the walls from 
various modelling trips around the world. 

My favourite item in my wardrobe has got 
to be my silk, vermillion corseted dress. 
Vivienne Westwood designed and made 
it for me to wear to my 30th birthday party 
at The Rivoli Ballroom. The fancy dress 
theme was love as my birthday is close 
to Valentine's Day. I also think The Rivoli 
is so romantic and decadent - I went as 
the Queen of Hearts... well tarts, actually!

Franco Manca is the little restaurant that can do no 
wrong. A Brixton institution, if you will. Their slow- 
rising sourdough pizza bases, baked in an authentic 
Italian wood-burning oven and topped with organic 
seasonal ingredients are so popular that a second, 
roomier branch opened last year in Chiswick and a 
third is set to open at Westfield Stratford in September. 

We visited the original SW9 branch on a laid-back 
Sunday afternoon, where, for the first time, we saw the 
place sans queue. Friends and families were catching 
up over lunch, the smell of bread and oregano wafted 



through the air and friendly staff buzzed about 
efficiently. The summer menu boasts gourmet toppings 
such as courgette, basil and buffalo ricotta with Franco 
and Lloyd organic Somerset pecorino, and home-cured 
Gloucester Old Spot ham with mozzarella, buffalo 
ricotta and wild mushrooms. No Hawaiians here! 

We sipped a Samuel Smith’s organic larger and a 
refreshing homemade lemonade over two of the most 
wonderful pizzas we’d ever eaten. My friend ordered 
the tomato, garlic, oregano, capers, olives, anchovies 
and mozzarella pizza - a fabulous combination of full- 
on flavours, salty and sharp, while I opted for the daily 
special, a meat pizza Bianca. Yup, that’s a white pizza 
- no tomato sauce. It’s a purer kind of pizza, I guess, 
where nothing interferes with the flavours of the 
toppings: the essential mozzarella, rare-breed sausages 
from Gloucestershire, sweet mixed peppers, sharp 
rocket and salty parmesan. But if that concept baffles 
you, you can opt in on the tomato sauce! 

And that sourdough base really is something. I tend 
to be a crust-leaver, fearful of filling up too quickly, but 
a little chilly oil on those soft, fluffy crusts and they’re 
irresistible. Light, too, meaning there’s room for an ice¬ 
cream from Brixton’s Ice Cream Parlour just next door!

Julia Ellis and Charlotte Whiting bring us cosy autumnal gin and jam recipes 


L ast autumn, we took a stroll around Nunhead 

cemetery, which has an abundance of blackberries. 
After buying some delicious English apples from 
the market, and some London Gin, we had all the 
essential ingredients for a tasty liqueur. We were also 
fortunate that a friend had just returned from France 
with as many figs as she could carry, just the ingredient 
to make a jam that's delicious with cheese. The wonder 
of preserving is that you really can use anything: in the 
cupboards of the Keston Kitchen we have such delights 
as Polish plum vodka and miscellaneous fruit rum 
infusing away, should we run short in the winter... 

BLACKBERRY AND APPLE GIN 
Ingredients 
• 225g blackberries 

• 225g cooking apples, peeled and chopped 
• 225g sugar 
• 600ml gin 

Variations: sloes (the classic) or damsons. 

Use the same fruit:sugar:booze ratio. 

Method 

Put the fruit into a large jar, pour over the sugar, then 
the gin. Put on the lid and give it a good shake. Shake 
it up daily for the first week, then once a week for the 
next 10 weeks. Strain and bottle. The longer you leave 
the gin, the tastier it will be. But be warned: saving 
some for next year will test the strongest of wills. 

FIG JAM 
Ingredients 

• Squeeze of lemon juice 
• 500ml water 
• 2 cinnamon sticks 
• 2.5cm ginger, peeled 

• 1.5kg sugar (jam or preserving sugar will help it set) 

• 1.5kg figs 

Method 

Wash and chop the figs into large chunks. Place all the 
ingredients in a heavy-based pan and bring to the boil. 
Simmer for at least an hour, stirring from time to time 
until the mixture has thickened. Remove the cinnamon 
sticks and ginger. Spoon the hot jam into warm, clean 
jars, cover with wax discs or greaseproof paper rounds, 
allow to cool, then screw on the lids. You don't have to 
wait to enjoy this one, simply serve with strong cheese.

An education in wine 


T he days grow short when you reach September," croons Frank 
Sinatra. I only know this because I heard it on someone's ring 
tone, but it's still my favourite time of year. It's back to wine 
school for a new term of quality drinking, and here's the heads up 
on a few good deals. 

As the young folk invest in a brand-new pencil case and top-of 
the-range pen set, us adults might indulge in a Fairtrade wine from 
The Co-operative. The Argentine Reserva Fairtrade Malbec 2010 
is a glorious malbec from Argentina with beautiful earthy notes 
on the nose, courtesy of those sun-kissed grapes from the Andes. 
Sophisticated and oak integrated - this is a warm, fruity, succulent 
wine from a properly remunerated community! At just £6.99 I insist 
you add this to the curriculum. 

I expect you'll want to get on the right side of other new parents 
this term, so impress by rounding off your 'social' with a warming 
Port from Taylor's at Tesco (£11.39). Three centuries of the Taylors 
have been combining tradition and innovation to forge this 
Portuguese fortified wine. The flavour really is something of a lifting 
elixir, with rich fruity blackcurrants, plum and a smudge of liquorish. 

And if funds are a bit tight after forking out for the back-to- 
school kit, Marks & Spencer is offering the Kaituna Sauvignon Blanc 
at £7.49 (normally £9.49) until 4 September. If you miss the date 
- go crazy and try it anyway. From Marlborough, New Zealand, 
which spawns some of the best sauvignon blanc in the world (a 
grape that appeals to discerning palates everywhere), the Kaituna's 
strident gooseberry is undercut with lingering lemon and a hint 
of tropical nectarine - what's not to adore? 

And for a pinot grigio par excellence (the most popular grape 
sold in pubs at the time of 
sipping - sorry, writing), try this 
Australian Burra Brook at £5.49 
(normally £7.49, from Marks 
& Spencer). Pale, honey-like with 
pear and herbs - fruitier than 
an Italian version and much dryer 
with a mellow aftertaste. 

Pass me a glass and poncho 
for September sipping among the 
stars (by which I mean Coronation 
Street, not The Plough).

Bella Vista 

Bella Vista offers rustic Italian cooking at its best 
says food and restaurant critic Peter Brewer 


W hen Bella Vista underwent a major 
revamp a couple of years ago the 
menu had evolved from an 
Anglicised Italian job to a much more subtle 
creation encompassing many traditional regional 
dishes courtesy of Piero Marenghi of London’s 
multi award-winning restaurant L’Anima. 

Bella Vista, now under its dedicated and 
enthusiastic head chef Alex Tyndall, has built on 
this groundwork and fine-tuned its food to 
appeal to diners who love the bold flavours and 
textures that predominate in Italian cooking. 
Tyndall, who is not Italian but has always had a 
great passion for Italian is cooking up an Italian 
storm in this Blackheath eatery and his culinary 
pedigree shines through, no doubt due to the six 
years he spent at Michelin starred Chapter One. 

This attractive eatery in Montpelier Vale, 
regularly attracts knowledgeable local foodies as 
well as culinary migrants from a wide area who 
are happy to brave the bizarre machinations of 
south London’s road planners and ‘traffic 
engineers’ to pay homage to Tyndall’s authentic 
cuisine. Tyndall never fails to deliver. He may not 
be Italian but he certainly cooks like one. 

Lured by Bella Vista’s growing reputation J 
and I head for Blackheath at lunchtime to suss 
out Alex Tyndall’s take on regional Italian 
cooking and boy, were we pleased we did. 




Not a pizza in sight. Don’t get me wrong, I like 
pizza’s, well proper ones, not the Americanised, 
bastardised things that appear in so many fast 
food chains. Give me a proper Neapolitan thin 
pizza and I’m a happy conliglio - or bunny to 
you. Anyway, Bella Vista doesn’t do them, just 
real, tasty, yummy, full-on flavour, and authentic 
Italian nosh of the highest order. 

The interior is also easy on the eye. The 
words authentic and welcoming come easily to 
mind and the soft colours help set the tone 
nicely - this place is certainly an improvement 
on the old-style Italian eatery where 
wax-encrusted empties on each table were 
regarded as the height of sophistication. 

For starters I had the classic Spaghetti 
Carbonara, which was absolutely delicious, with 
crispy pancetta and pecorino cheese. J opted 
for grilled Sardines, pickled vegetables & 
rocket - simply presented and beautifully fresh. 

J reckons you can always judge an Italian 
restaurant by the way it does risotto. I have lost 
count of the number of times she has been 
disappointed. The dish is often served too dry, 
too moist or just completely tasteless. Not this 
time! Traditionally risotto should be smooth and 
just slightly oozy with just the right amount of 
bite to the rice and the grains should still 
separate. This risotto was spot on in every way. 

My chargrilled swordfish with anchovy and 
capers was cooked to perfection. I love the 
flavour and the appearance of swordfish 



because it holds its shape really well after 
cooking. The texture of the meat should be 
slightly chewy and not fall apart as soon as you 
cut into it. 

When it came to ordering desserts, J decided 
she had to have her favourite - tiramisu. Now 
while you would think this isn’t really the most 
difficult dish to get right it can vary so much 
from one restaurant to another. J declared that 
this one was top of her list. 

I had an almond tart with cherries and it was 
magnificent - quite outstanding and served with 
the most amazing cherry ice cream. 

Alex Tyndall has created something of a 
culinary gem in Blackheath, the restaurant was 
very busy on our visit. It has also made its mark 
as the areas favoured private dining venue with 
its elegant first floor room much favoured by 
those who enjoy a little bit of exclusivity when 
they have that special group gathering - now I 
know why J keeps on dropping hints about our 

forthcoming silver wedding anniversary.

What kind of furniture and home 
accessories do you typically stock? 

Midcentury and modern, but really we're 
looking for the quirkiness out there - we 
had an old Louis chair from the 1800s, 
for example... as long as it's beautiful, 
really. We also stock brands like Hay, 
Zanotta, Flos, Kartell, Established & Sons, 
Vita Audio and more. We bring in fresh 
pieces all the time, but we only stock a 
limited amount, or it might be a one-off, 
so if you see something you like, buy it, 
because it might not be here next time!

A damp squib summer may have been, but onwards 
and upwards, for September marks the season of 
the long-overlooked grasses, says Matthew Wilson 

A s the season turns to autumn and dreams of a barbeque 
summer are, quite literally, dampened, the plants in our 
gardens wax and wane, too. Fortunately, for every waning 
plant, there is most definitely one on the wax too, and for me, 
September belongs to the grasses. In particular one very large group 
of exceptionally lovely, tough and versatile grasses; Miscanthus. 

Miscanthus are natives of the far east, widespread in China and 
Japan, where they grow in damp meadows and on the edges of 
woodland. Traditionally they were harvested for their finger-thick 
stems, used for thatching roofs. Many of the most popular 
Miscanthus have their origins much closer to home, as perhaps their 
greatest exponent was an understated plant breeder and 
nurseryman by the name of Ernst Pagels. Pagels could see the 
potential in the grasses as a garden plant, but also recognised that 
the wild plant doesn't often produce its gorgeous feathery flowers 
in northern Europe and that, at around three-metres tall, it is too 
big for most suburban 
gardens. So from his 
nursery on the Dutch/ 

German border, he set 
about creating a new 
breed of the grasses; 
more compact, free 
flowering and often with 
superb autumn colour. 

It's a fabulous legacy for 
fans of this grass, as Pagels and his fellow nurserymen managed 
to breed a Miscanthus for just about every garden. Ferner Osten 
(Far East) has dark red flowers and superb autumn colour to rival 
that of many trees, Silber Fedder (Silver Feather) is just as it sounds, 
a shimmering, silvery vision, and Little Kitten is perfect for a small 
garden as it reaches barely 1.2 metres. 

The qualities of these and the many other Miscanthus make them 
ideal for London gardens in full sun or part shade - movement and 
sound from the graceful foliage, autumn colour, soft, feathery 
beauty in the flowers, and a toughness that means they can put up 
with a pamper-free existence. We Brits have been a bit slow on the 
uptake with grasses, but they are now very much a part of the 
gardening scene. No doubt Pagels - who lived until his 90s - would 
have been delighted.

Switching from primary to secondary school 
is a big step. Here Anna Gould (12) from 
Dulwich tells us about her first year at St 
Dunstan’s College, one of the area’s leading

Why did you pick St Dunstan’s College?

school report 




Herne Hill School was recently inspected by the Independent Schools Inspectorate 
(ISI), so Living South talks to the school’s Headteacher, Jane Beales, its Director, 
Dominik Magyar, and two of its Year 2 pupils, Dan and Delilah 


Who exactly is ISI? 

DM: They are the body approved by the Secretary 
of State for Education for the purpose of 
inspecting independent schools belonging to the 
Independent Schools Council, ISC. 

Presumably this requires a lot of preparation 
then? 

JB: Actually, you have to always be prepared 
because you don’t get any advance notice of when 
the inspector calls. Whilst we roughly knew that 
we were overdue for an inspection since our last 
one had been as far back as June 2005, it could 
have come at any time. So, you have to be ready all 
the time. 

What actually happens? 

JB: They conduct a thorough review of all the 
school’s policies, procedures and paperwork to 
check if it meets the hundreds of regulatory 
requirements and to assess and rate the quality of 
the teaching and learning at the school, the 
pastoral care, health and welfare, etc. It’s very 
intense, with the inspectors leaving no stone 
unturned and observing dozens of lessons. Every 
class and every teacher was observed at least once 
and typically several times, including class 
teachers, music lessons, sports, after school clubs, 


play rehearsals, etc. Some of our children were 
also interviewed. They were randomly chosen from 
class lists and included Dan and Delilah [pictured 
above], who just turned seven-years-old this year. 

Q to Dan: Tell us about your interview with the 
inspectors - how did it work and what did they 
want to know? 

Dan: There were several of us. Four from Year 2 
were seen by one inspector, and about six Year l’s 
talked to another inspector in another room at the 
same time. They just asked us about how the 
school is working and we told them. 

For example? 

Dan: They asked if anybody was being bullied, and 
if you were hurt, to whom would you go. I told 
them that I didn’t think anybody was being 
bullied, and that I would go to one of the 
assistants or the teachers if I were hurt. I think 
they liked my answers. 

And you, Delilah, what happened with you? 
Delilah: There were three of us from Year 2, one 
from each class. The inspectors asked us to come 
to the staff room at the top of the Mulberry 
building and bring along some of the work we are 
doing in the classroom. I brought my Happy 


Families book, my literacy book, my 1940’s diary 
and my African scrapbook. 

What did they want to know? 

Delilah: They asked quite a lot of questions about 
our work, how we did it, what we thought of it, 
and so on. Even though we spent quite a bit of 
time with them, we didn’t get through all of 
our work. 

And how did it all end? 

JB: The inspection report has just been published 
and is now available on the ISI website. I’m pleased 
to say that we were rated extremely well, achieving 
the highest possible marks in absolutely all 
aspects. Without sounding arrogant about it, it 
frankly doesn’t get any better! Reading the report 
has made us very proud of our fabulous staff and 
children. Everyone always tries very hard to live out 
our school ethos of “love, care and an excellent 
education” and do their best for the children. But 
to have the quality of our provision and outcomes 
endorsed to such a high degree by such an 
authoritative body is beyond our expectations and 
highly rewarding and motivating for the future.
